HY GOVERNMENT TROOPS AF- 


TER BOMBARDMENT

CHEAP LABOR MENACE 


There has lately been some very interesting correspondence be­ 
tween an American m anufacturing com pany located in New York state 
and the Department of Labor, regarding a letter received by the for­ 
mer from a concern known as ‘T h e Interocean Holding C om pany.” 
On the letterhead of the Interocean Company was printed the statem ent 
that this com pany is ‘‘organized at the instance of various German, 
Hungarian and Czecho-Slovakian interests.” 
In this letter the American m anufacturing com pany was informed 
that labor conditions in Central Europe, and especially in the three 
countries indicated, are such that it would be very advantageous for 
American m anufacturers to transfer at least ta part of their production 
to those countries. 
The Interocean Com pany asks permission to 
‘‘offer manufacturing figures for reproducing your article in Germany 
for resale in America.” 
The letter was forw arded by the American com pany to Secretary 
of Labor Davis, with the statem ent that ‘‘this is apparently a plan to 
transfer our industries bodily to Germany and w ork untold injury 
to both the business and labor interests of our country. 
The plan un 
doubtedly is to secure control of the best of everything we have and 
doubtless later com pete here.” 
Secretary of Labor,Davis, in response, com plim ented the Ameri­ 
can com pany ‘‘upon the very patriotic stand which you have taken 
in refusing to be led into such an un-American scheme for depriving 
American working men of the means of securing an honest living.” 
He denounced the propaganda in support of the transference of A m er­ 
ican industries, in whole or in part, to Germany or any other country. 
This correspondence furnishes sensational evidence of what not 
only industrial America, but all interests of the United States, have 
to face in the form of competition from industrial Central Europe. 
All who are familiar with industrial conditions in Europe know th a t 
the laboring classes of all Central Europe are being mercilessly ex­ 
ploited by manufacturing interests financed not only by people of 
their respective nations, but by interests from other nations.
